For  former  Tattersall’s  Chairman  Tony  McSweeney, 
lunch  at  the  Club  with  top  racing  identities  will  be  a 
familiar  scene,  except  the  main  man,  TJ,  will  be 
celebrated  instead  of  celebrating.

you  would  have  to  hear  them  from  someone  else.  "He 
was  always  extremely  confident  and  it  caused  a  few 
jealousies,"  says  Tony.  Tony  first  saw  Tommy  Smith  as  a 
jockey  always  at  the  rear  on  a  three-pounds-per-losing- 
ride  horse.  He  last  saw  TJ  as  a  multi-millionaire  - 
successful  investor  and  one  of  the  world's  greatest 
trainers  with  a  record  consecutive  33  years  leading  NSW 
trainer  record  that  will  probably  never  fall.

1.  The  property  you  wish  you1*! 
bought? 

A  Victorian  single  storey  terrace  in 
Queens  Park.  I  wasn’t  quick  enough. 

2.  Your  favourite  property? 

"Carmel"  at  Edgecliff  is  the  most 
endearing  home  I  have  auctioned 
because  of  its  stateliness.  It’s  one  of 
the  true  old  money  homes  in  Sydney. 
A  mansion  on  a  platform  with  level 
lawns  that  overlook  the  harbour.  This 
is  closely  followed  by  "Whitley"  at 
Sutton  Forest.  It's  about  the  closest 
thing  to  an  English  Tudor  country 
manor  with  box  hedges. 

3.  In  the  current  market  what  type 
of  property  do  you  think 
represents  the  best  investment? 

Cottages  close  to  the  city  -  either  in 
eastern  suburbs,  inner  west  or  Crows 
Mest/Neutrai  Bay.  These  properties 
have  perpetual  appeal  to  the  cash 
empowered  upwardly  mobile. 

4.  When  is  it  better  to  auction  a 
property  rather  than  put  it  up  Tor 
Sale1? 

As  long  as  you  have  a  willing  and  able 
seller,  every  property  should  be 
auctioned.  There  Is  a  buyer  for  every 
property  at  a  price. 

6.  The  most  expensive  property 
you've  auctioned? 

An  investment  property  in  Chinatown 
for  $11.8  million.  And  'Gianworth'  at 
Darling  Point  where  the  bidding 
reached  $9.1  million, 

7.  The  most  interesting  bidding 
scenario  you've  encountered? 

Every  bidding  scenario  is  interesting 
to  me.  What  I  love  most  are  hecklers 
and  people  who  ask  questions  to 
deter  other  bidders. 

8.  The  biggest  mistake  bidders 
make? 

They  take  a  scientific  approach  or  an 
arrogant  wait-till-the-last-minute 
approach.  Often  they  are  outsmarted 
by  a  gun  auctioneer  or  a  more  street 
smart  buyer. 


9.  The  most  important  rule  of 
bidding  at  auction? 

Be  forceful,  make  your  bid  known 
clearly  and  have  in  your  mind  the  price 
you  want  to  bid  to  and  the  price  you 
think  you  might  have  to  bid  to  and 
don't  deviate  from  that  philosophy. 

9.  How  does  property  investment 
compare  to  share  investment? 

The  share  market  has  become  much 
more  people  friendly  with  generic 
names  like  Telstra  and  TAB,  Plus, 
people  would  make  hundreds,  perhaps 
thousands,  of  transactions  on  the 
sharemarket  in  a  lifetime  as  compared 
with  5  to  10  property  transactions.  My 
biggest  fear  is  that  our  rents  are 
comparatively  cheap  to  London  and 
New  York  which  is  a  by-product  of  lack 
of  population  and  isolation.  Therefore 
we  don't  see  rents  grow  to  give 
everyone  the  snap  investment  returns 
of  say  a  Telstra  which  had  400% 
growth.  Property  is  also  a  bit  more 
emotional.  However,  that  said,  I  believe 
the  end  capital  gain  in  property  is 
probably  more  substantial  over  a  period 
of  time.  The  sooner  Sydney  gets  over 
its  delineation  of  suburbs  and  areas  the 
better.  When  anything  within  a  15km 
radius  of  the  city  begins  to  be  called 
central  Sydney,  well  be  more  able  to 
correlate  what's  going  on  in  this  market. 
Investments  here  will  gain  most  by  any 
positive  spirals  in  the  rental  market. 

10.  The  future  of  Sydney  property 

is.... 

Quality  properties  will  always  be 
coveted.  The  new  millennium  will  see 
buzz  words  such  as  'character'  and 
'water'  very  prominent  in  buyers 
minds.  Properties  relying  solely  on 
lifestyle  attributes  such  as  cafes  being 
close  will  be  surpassed  by  properties 
that  have  as  their  main  attribute 
'design',  interwoven  with  position  and 
proximity  to  the  city.  After  the 
Olympics,  anything  foreign  investment 
driven  or  marginal  inner  city  high 
density  strata  title  will  be  affected.  In 
the  short  term,  a  crush  supply  of 
property  should  douse  some  of  the 
heat  out  of  the  market.
